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President Believes His Course 
Will Obtain an Acceptable 
Tariff Bill and Other 
Economic Reforms. 


INFOOTSTEPSOF W’KINLEY 


Problem Greater than Faced by 
Predecessors, but He Ex- 
pects to Gain Ends With- 
out Friction.

Washington, D. C., July 13.—[Special.}— 
president Taft promises to rival President 
McKinley in preserving friendly relations 
@ith congress. 

From the beginning of his administration 
be has made it a point to cultivate senators 
and representatives, and the tariff has fur- 
pished the first real opportunity for dem- 
onstrating the value of his policy. 

Ite results up to date have been most sat- 
isfactory at the capitol and the president, 
‘eo, is gratified. 

He believes he will be able to get not only 
a tariff bill which will be acceptable to the 
people, but other economic reforms vital to 
thelr welfare. And he believes this ac- 
complishment can be brought about without 
friction. 

+ The situation which has been produced ts 
‘one which has not prevailed since William 
McKinley left Washington in the fateful 
summer of 1901 for Canton, O., on his way 
to Buffalo, where he met his death. Mr. Mc- 


' Kinley had no struggle with congress over 


the revision of the tariff which culminated 
in the Dingley law, because primarily hewas 
a high protectionist and the sentiment of the 
eountry was in favor of an increase in rates. 


Taft’s Problem Is Great. 

Mr. Taft is face to face with an entirely 
different situation. He has stated that he 
is for revision, which the country regards 
as a promise of the reduction of rates, and 
he is opposed by a formidable number of 
standpatters and supported by a smal} num- 
ber of members in the senate and house who 
are classed as ‘‘insurgents.” It is evident 
that a condition exists which contains dyna- 
mite and there are men ready to precipitate 
an explosion. 

But Mr. Taft has mastered forces more 
difficult to handle than those in the capitol, 
and he has done it when he did not possess 
the tremendous power of the presidency. 
While serving as governor general of the 
Philippines he capped the work of the army 
by inducing the various factions to unite in 
a common purpose to give peace and order 
and development to the islands, and later 
he went to Rome, where he arranged the 


eburch and his government at Manila. 

Before the tariff question reached its pres- 
emt stage the president was able to esta#b- 
iah most cordial relations with the men who 
éoentro! affairs in the senate and house. This 
is an advantage of great importance now 
that he finds it necessary to apply pressure 
to induce them to make concessions in the 
interest of tlre consumers. 


Taft’s Tact Is Effective. 

Mr. Taft is interfering in a most tactful 
way. He is not wielding a club. He is 
making no threats. He is not even seeking 
to explain his views to the public, preferring 
misrepresentation to the circulation of state- 
ments which might produce ill feeling and 
consequent friction. 

When the president sends for Speaker Can- 
non or Senator Aldrich or one of the conferees 
he makes it clear that he really is glad to 
see him and that he merely wants to discuss 
a special matter with a view to reaching 
an agreemert. His manner is £0 cordial 
and so friendly that the caller naturally is 
disposed to <o as far as he can to meet his 
Wishes. 

It is a significant fact that the friendliness 
toward the president is felt not only by Can- 
non, Aldrich, and the men who are pro- 
®ounced standpatters but by Senators Nel- 
gon of Minnesota, Burkett cf Nebraska, La 
FPoliette of Wisconsir. and other “ insur- 
gerts”’ who voted against the passage of 
’ the senate tariff bill. 


Cordial to the “Insurgents.”

TO HEAD SCHOOLS 


Election Tonight to Presi- 
dency of the Board of Ed- 
ucation Practically 
Assured. 


BENNETT AS A MEDIATOR. 


Schneider’s Threat of Resigning 
Unless Chosen Chief Again 
Is Argument Used by 
Opponents. 


Unless all signs and omens last night were 
wrong, Alfred R. Urion will be elected presi- 
dent of the board of education tonight. 

This result will mean the resignation of 
President Schneider from the board, accord- 
ing to his firm announcement last week, 
when his resignation to take effect on the 
expiration of his term of office, was put into 
the hands of Mayor Busse. 

Mayor Busse continued to keep “hands off” 
during the day, and Mr. Robinson and Mr. 
Dawes, managers of the Urion campaign, 
took advantage of this and won over several 
new members of the board. 


Votes Claimed by Urion Forces. 
The Urion forces claim to be certain of the 
following votes: 
Daniel R. Cameron, 
Joseph Downey,

These members would control the election 
without counting Mr. Urion’s own: yote and 
those of two other new trustees who have 
shown leaning toward the vice president's 
candidacy, and whose votes can be counted 
on if the emergency arises. 

“If President Schneider is defeated,” said 
a new member of the Doard last night, * he 
can lay it to his injudicious threat of resign- 
ing from the board unless again chosen its 
head. This, taken in connection with the 
fact that all but two of the old members of 
the board are against him, has led us to be- 
lieve that there is more justice in the charges 
made against him than in the arguments ad- 
vanced by his supporters.” 


Conference at Night. 

The day's campaigning culminated at night 
in a conference held in the offices of Frank 
I. Bennett, at 100 Washington street. Those 
present were Mr. Bennett, Dr. Jeremiah H. 
Walsh, Dr. John Guerin, Chester M. Dawes, 
Oscar F. Greifenhagen, Adolph F. Gartz, and 
George F. Koester. 

Trustee Robinson failed to attend the 
meeting and left Mr. Urion’s interests in the 
hands of Mr. Dawes. The latter reiterated 
his daily statement that Mr. Urion would 
have a majority of the votes of the board.and 
would be elected. He stated that ten of the 
fourteen old members of the board would 
support Mr. Urion and that at least one new 
member has been pledged. 

‘We have a majority of the votes and 
therefore Mr. Urion will be elected,’’ de- 
clared Mr. Dawes “ There is nothing more 
to be said.” 


Gartz Less Confident. 

On the other hand, Mr, Gartz, one of Presi- 
dent Schneider's most ardent supporters, did 
not appear to be nearly so sure of the lat- 
ter's re@lection. 

“TI don't know how things are going to 
come out.” he said, although on Monday he 
declared that President Schneider would win 
and that Mr. Urion's candidacy would be 
dropped by today. “I don't know how they 
are turning out and I don’t want to know. 
I don't care to make any statement. The 
election tomorrow night will tell better than 
I can.’ 

Mr. Bennett refused to discuss what had 
been done beyond saying that little progress 
had been made. He expressed a hope that 
| some move toward harmony would be made 
| today and that a contest on the floor of the 
board might be averted. 


Refuses to Withdraw. 

The meeting followed a far livelier confer- 
ence held in the afternoon in President 
Schneider's office. 

In response to President Schneider’ s public 
demands to know why his reélection is op- 
posed by the Robinson-Dawes-Urion faction 
Theodore W. Robinson, Mr. Dawes, and Mr. 
Bennett called on the president, who had with 
him Mesers. Gartz and Greifenhagen. The 
first two men are the leaders of the Urion 
campaign, and they told President Schneider 
why they desired his retirement from the 
presidency. 

Mr. Bennett's position was that of medi- 
ator, in a way, for he took Jittle part in the 
conversation. The substance of the inter- 
view later was reported by President Schneti- 
der. 

‘‘Mr. Robinson and Mr, Dawes called on 
me again to ask me to retire,’’ said the presi- 
dent. “They stated that they were op- 
posed to my reélection on the grounds that I 
have interfered too much with the educa- 
tional department and have ventured to 
question recommendations which came out 
of the superintendent's office. I told them 
once more I could not consistently with- 
draw. 

Violation of Rule Charged. 

‘Tt is their theory that a member of the 
board cannot interfere in any way with the 
workings of the educational department. 
They declared that I have violated the 
‘Dawes rule ’—whatever that may be—that 
no person recommended by a member of the 
board shal) be considered for a school posi- 
tion. 

“When my callers acted me once again 
to withdraw I told them once more that I 
could not do so consistently; that the mem- 
bers of the board could vote me out of office 
if it is their desire, but that I cannot and 
will not withdraw. I must await the de- 
cision of the board, and that will be final. 
There is nothing more to be said.”

LExabman.and Klaw & Erlanger 


Combine to Build House. 


WILL OPEN NEXT WINTER. 


Named the Blackstone, and Designed 
as a Producing Center. 


Chicago is to have a new theater, which 
will be the handsomest structure of its kind 
west of New York, and equal to any theater 
of which that city can boast. This new thea- 
ter is to be erected at once in Hubbard 
court, Just west of the Blackstone hotel, and 
will be ready for occupancy probably in Feb- 
ruary. It will bear the same name as the 
hotel—Blackstqne—and will be leased and 
operated jointly by Charles Frohman and 
Klaw & Erlanger. 

The announcement of the plans for this 
theater were made in New York last night. 
Rumors that such a theater was to be built 
have been circulated for some time. An an- 
nouncement was made last fall that Klaw & 
Erlanger were going to have a producing the- 
ater in Chicago, but no mentioa was made as 
to the probabie site. 

The rumor was revived one month ago, 
when, after an absence of several years, 
Charles Frohman paid a hasty visit to Chi- 
cago for the purpose of ooking around to 
vee where a new theater could be profitably 
located. During this vizit Mr. Frohman, 
while frank to admit thai he was going to 
have a theater in Chicago, made no mention 
or the fact that he would operate it jointly 
with Klew & Erlanger. 


Producers Pool Issues. 

It was not until after Mr. Frohman’s re- 
turn to New York that the actual arrange- 
ments between the two biggest theatrical 
producers in the country were made. The 
business relationships between Frohman and 
Klaw & Erlanger have been close for many 
years, and therefore it was decided that it 


and operate the theater together, making it 
a producing center for the west. While they 
have been interested together in many enter- 
prises, their joint names have never appeared 
before as joint managers. 

As soon as these arrangements had been 
completed,’ Attorney Levy Mayer of Chi- 
cago was called to New York to arrange the 
legal end of the combination, and he has 
been there for the last week on that mission. 

The Blackstone theater has been designed 
by Marshall & Fox, who were also the archi- 
tects for the Illinois and the Colonial the- 
aters. The exterior of the building is to be 
an exact reproduction of she east wing of 
the famous palace at Vérsailies, France, 
which has long been considered architectur- 
ally one of the handsomest buildings in the 
world. 

The theater building will have an eighty 
foot frontage on Hubbard court and will have 
a depth of 120 feet, the west side of the build- 
ing facing a private alley. There is also to 
be an aHey on the east, so that the building 
will be entirely surrounded by open spaces. 

Like Versailles Palace. 

Like Vérgailles palace, the Blackstone the- 
ater is to be three stories high, and the 
entire front will be of marble. The property 
is located just west of the Blackstone hotel, 
now in process of construction, and a com- 
pany has been fermed to build the theater, in 
which the intevee’s are similar to those in 
the hotel cormpany, the chief interest being 
beld by John B. Drake Jr. and his brother, 
Tracy Drake. 

The Drake Hotel company secured an op- 
tion on the property some time ago, and one 
of the reasons for their being anxious to have 
a theater next to their hotel was said to be 
a wish to rid the neighborhood of the famous 


resort operated by Sim Tuckhorn at the cor

ner of Wabash avenue and Hubbard court. 

The interior of the theater is to surpass 
in magnificene and facilities for the comfort 
of both audience and actors anything in Chi- 
cago or the west. is to be mod- 
eled after the stage of the New Amsterdam 
theater of New York, which is generally 
eorisidered by theatrical experts to be the 
most complete in the world. 


Luxury for Stars. 

The dressing rooms for the actors and 
actresses will be exceptionally large and 
fitted with every convenience and luxury that 
the most fastidious star could wish. It is 
said that there will be private baths con- 
nected with some of the dressing rooms. 

As the Blackstone theater is to be a pro- 
ducing theater for the best of the Klaw & 
Erlanger and Frohman companies, no ex- 
pense has been spared on the stage arrange- 
ments. The stage itself is to be eighty feet 
at the proscenium arch and will have a 
depth of forty feet. and an envoy from the 
office of Marshall & Fox, the architects, is 
now in Europe trying to find a tapestry 
large enough to be used as a drop curtain. 

The auditorium will seat 1,200 people. The 
seating arrangements will be unique for 
Chicago, for instead of the regulation the- 
ater seat, with only one arm for every two 
seats, each seat will be equipped with indi- 
vidual arms, so that there need be no mis- 
cellaneous rubbing of elbows. The plans 
also call for wide space between the rows of 
seats. 

Another thing the architects have planned 
for the comfort of the patrons of the theater 
are elevators to the balcony and gallery. 
This is a feature that is said never to have 
been installed before in a building devoted 
exclusively to theater purposes. 


Statuary from Europe, 


These elevators will ascend from the main 
foyer, which will correspond in architecture 
and decoration to the general scheme im- 
plied in the exterfor, and it will be finished 
entirely in Carrara marble. This foyer is to 
be adorned, it is said, with handsome statu- 
ary, some of which will be brought from the 
galleries of Europe. 

The cost of the building, it is said, will be 
over half a million dollars. It is said thatthe 
plans have been ready for some time, and 
that the delay in announcing them was owing 
to difficulty experienced in making terms 
with Tuckhorn, who is said to have demanded 
a large bonus to give up his lease on the 
property. The ground under the new Black- 
stone theater is held on a long term lease 
by Studebaker Bros., who also own in fee 
simple the 100 feet on the north of it. 

‘Work on the new theater will commence 
at once,’’ said Benjamin Marshall last night. 
‘“‘I hope that we will be able to open the 
theater at the same time that the Blackstone 
hotel is opened, which will be about Wash- 
ington’s birthday, next year. We were told 
to make this the handsomest theater that 
coujd possibly be built, and I think that we 
have fulfilled our commission. I understand 
that Messrs. Frohman and Klaw & Erlanger 
will send their best companies to the Black- 
stone.”’

They tied him to a tree and 
in some way he was hurt go that surgeons 
had to operate on him. The father, J. E. 
Tracy, of Medford, L. I., has been here ever 
since at the bedside of his son. 

George and his mother left home last week 
to visit some friends in Patchogue. Mr 
Tracy wouldn't say who these friends were. 

‘*I don’t want to tell who they were,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ because somebody might say they 
were to blame, That wouldn't be right, you 
know."’ 


Little Boy Plays “Paleface.” 

George found some boys in the neighbor- 
hood whom he liked pretty well and they 
had a good time playing together. They 
were older boys and bigger than he, and it 
was natural enough when it came to playing 
Indians the little fellow should be the white 
man. 

Last Thursday they had a fine game for 
a long time. Mrs. Tracy, sitting indoors, 
heard the boys warwhooping up and down 
the street. Pretty soon three of the big boys 
captured George and dragged him to a tree 
in the yard. One brought out a rope and two 
others held the little fellow tightly while 
his hands and feet were made fast. They 
set him up against a tree and wound the 
rope tightly about him from head to foot. 
George didn't seem to mind being a white 
man at all. He stuck it out as long as he 
could. 


Game Demands Tight Ropes. 

But it would be no sort of an Indian game 

if the white man should escape by his own 
strength before the coming of the soldiers. 
So they drew all the ropes tighter. One of 
the turns lay just under George's ribs, and 
creased into his left side. 
- That made him squeal. Mrs. Tracy, know- 
ing the difference between a war whoop and 
a cry of pain, ran out of the house to see 
what was the matter. She found George 
tied up so tightly he couldn't budge, with 
the rope where it crossed his stomach almost 
out of sight.

GIRL JOSTIFIES 


Golda’ Sayler Says Mother’s 
Visitor Killed Parent in 
Self-Defense and Is Her 
Good Friend. 


MOB READY TO LYNCH. 


Banker Foretold Death and Left 
Papers Which May Explain 
Tragedy; New Evi- 

~ dence of Plot. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 
Watseka, Ill, July 13—[Special.]—Golda 
Sayler, 17 year old daughter of Banker John 
Byron Sayler of Crescent City, has come to 
the defense of Dr. William R. Miller, who is 
charged with the murder of her father. Her 
action and the day's developments have so 
aroused the residents of that village that it 
is feared a mob may be formed there to come 
to Watseka and attempt to lynch Dr. Miller. 
There has been talk of lynching ever since 
the killing and the girl’s statement has 
strengthéned this to a great extent. 

“Dr. Miller was a good friend of mother’s 
and mine and I’m sure he killed my father 
in self-defense,’’ the girl said, and this state- 
ment added fuel to the flames of conjecture 
already raging, making it seem more likely 
to the Saylers’ neighbors that the husband 
was slain as the result of a plot between 
his wife and her supposed admirer. 


Daughter’s Story Shocks Neighbors. 

That the daughter should have been drawn 
into the plot, as some of the neighbors infer 
from her defense of herefather's slayer. is 
what most has aroused the men and women 
of Crescent City, 

What makes the girl's championship of 


during his life her father was a most de- 
voted and indulgent parent and generally 
was believed to be ignoring his wife's alleged 
intimacy wiih the physician because he pre- 
ferred suffering in silence to humiliating the 
girl by involving her in the notoriety which 
would have followed any action on his part.

* Whenever he left the city during the last 
year or so it was his habit to seek the 
privacy of his office, after which he would 
reappear with a bulky envelope containing 


and to follow to the letter the instructiong 
contained therein. 

“After each trip but the last he destroyed 
the papers upon his return. He was away a 
little while ago, but when he came back he 
failed to follow this practice. That packet, 
I believe, is locked in his private box in the 
bank's vault. Whether it will shed any 
light on the tragedy which ended his life 
I cannot say. The coroner has the key, and 
will open the box later, possibly after the 
funeral tomorrow afternoon.’ 


Evidence Said to Show Plot. 

Evidence of the existence of the suspected 
plot is said to be in the hands of States 
Attorney John P. Pallissard and Sheriff 
George P. Heikes of Iroquois county. Held 
with Dr. Miller and Mrs. Lucy Sayler in the 
jail here are the woman's father and broth- 
er, John C. and Ira Crunden. The latter 
three are charged with being accessories to 
the crime. 

Talk of storming the jail here and lynching 
Dr. Miller and Mrs. Sayler is Neard on every 
hand in Crescent City, which is only a few 
miles from here. Sheriff Heikes, in order 
to protect his prisoners against any mob 
violence, redoubled his guards tonight and 
armed them with guns. 

While the excitement runs high, it ig 
thought the cooler heads will rule the situ- 
ation, and that no attempt will be made to 
take the prisonere from the jail. 


Brother Pleads with Mob. 

Only the hard work of Will Sayler, brother 
of the slain banker and principal of the 
schools of Danforth, Il., prevented an at- 
tempt at lynching Monday night. Morethan 
300 excited residents of Crescent City, armed 
with ropes, shotguns, revolvers, and other 
weapons, formed in the streets of the hamlet 
and demanded that the brother lead them 
Watseka. Sayler made them a speech 
and asked them to disperse and let justice 
take its course. 

Fear that the mob might become !nfuriated 
with liquor caused Mayor Mever to order 
the saloons of Crescent City closed at 7 
o'clock this evening. The town marshal and 
hi@ assistants were instructed to permit no 
drinks to be sold. The mayor and several 
other prominent citizens went about among 
the groupr .n the streets and advised them 
to disperse. 


Woman Coo] in Her Cell. 


Mrs. Sayler, who was present when her 
husband entered his own home and was shot 
down by Dr. Miller, is the most collected of 
all the prisoners in the county jail. She has 
not shed one tear since her husband wag 
slain, and in her conversation she laughs and 
jokes as if nothing remarkable had happene@g. 
To the correspondent for TH&r TRIBUNE she 
protested her innocence of any complicity 
in her husband's death and also declared 
that Dr. Miller was gulltiess 

“I do not deny that Dr. Miller and I were 
together much of the time,’’ she said. ** but 
there was never anything wrong in our 
friendship. My husband came into the house 
Sunday evening when Dr. Miller ard I were 
sitting in the parlor. He seized a hatchet 
from under the lounge and said: Il am go- 
ing to kill you.’ Then I ran from the room 
and a few minutes later heard the shots.

HEARING NEXT TUESDAY. 


Pardon Board Decides That Pleas 
Must Be Heard in Joliet 
Prison. 


John A. Cooke was not lMberated yesterday 
from the Joliet penitentiary. William Cooke, 
David H. Frank, and W. J. Moxley, who went 
to Joliet in an automobile to bring him to Chi- 
C@go as soon as notice of his parole could be 
served on Warden Murphy, returned sorrow- 
fully without him. 

Cooke, who had been led to believe that he 
would be released, suffered even a keener dis- 
appointment and was in his cell at night in- 
Stead of being free. 

It seems that all interested in the case, tn- 
cluding Gov. Deneen and Senator Lorimer, 
have been overlooking the fact that the par- 
don board, composed of Charles G. Eckhart 
and Ethan Allen Snively, was in contro! of 
the situation. 

The governor assumed that his pardon 
board would hear the case in Springfield. 
The senator assumed that the governor was 
the controlling factor, and Cooke’s other 
friends assumed that al! the board had fo 
do was to meet and admit the former court 
clerk to parole. 


Hearing to Be Held in Prison. 

These assumptions were rudely disturbed 
when the board met in the morning and pro- 
duced a rule governing its action in parole 
cases, that rule prescribing that the hearing 
shall be held at the prison in which the ap- 
Diicant is confined. 

Mr. Snively announced that ft would be !m- 
possible to take the Cooke application under 
eonsideration in Springfield, but that it would 
have to be heard at.the Joliet penitentiary 
next Tuesday. ; 

Gov. Deneen was not prepared for this an- 
mnouncement and Senator Lorimer had not 
expected it. The confidence of Cocke's 
friends that he would be released was based 
on their belief that the senator had made 
arrangements with the governor. 

William Cooke was allowed to talk to his 
brother. 

“ You can imagine how much we were dis- 
appointed,” he said after parting with John 
Cooke. ‘“‘I did all I could to cheer him up. 
Our mother will be terribly disanpointed 
when we return without him.” 


Letters Urge Parole. 

The letters recommending the parole of 
the former court clerk were submitted to the 
pardon board. They include letters from 
George E. Cole, Judge Ben M. Smith, Chief 
Justice Harry Olson, and former Assistant 
State's Attorney James Barbour.

Pleas for Prisoner. 

Judge Ben M. Smith wrote: “ Iam advised 
that an application is about to be made for 
the pardon of John A. Cooke, and as the 
jvcge before whom he was tried I am re- 
quested to state my views pertaining to the 
same. 

“I believe that the ends of justice will be 
subserved by granting the pardon and recom- 
mend that the said application for pardon 
shculd be granted at your early ccnven- 
fence.”’ 

Chief Justice Olson's letter follows: 

“In view of the fact that in July, 1906, as 
assistant state's attorney I assisted in the 
prosecution of John A. Cooke, now in the 
penitentiary under sentence for conspiracy 
for from one to five years, I have been re- 
quested to make recommendation for his 
parole. The facts in the case are fully set 
out in the opinion of the Supreme court. A 
suit for restitution is pending in one of our 
local courts. Before his application for re- 
lease is entertained. by your board he should 
satisfy you that he has made al! the restitu- 
tion in his power. Upon his satisfying you in 
that regard I recommend his parole.’’

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‘ton who believe it to be good politics to 
obtain a tariff bill which has the lowest 
rates of the senate and house measures. 


Revolt Against Revision. 

Information which has reached them, how- 
ever, showing that the course pursued by 
the Indiana senator has met with general 
approval, has caused considerable alarm, 
They have been advised that the revolt of 
bankers, merchants, manufacturers, and 
working men against the revision that has 
been made is so Intense that party lines have 
been obliterated. 

There is not the slightest doubt that Mr. 
Beveridge deserves a great dea! of credit for 
the earnest fight he has made in behalf of 
downward revision. He was one of the real 
leaders in this movement and lost no op- 
portunity to secure rates which would be 
advantageous to the consumer. 

In view of the approval which has beer 
givet to the course of the Indiana senator 
by his constituents, it is evident that he will 
not be willing to vote for any bill which does 
not accord most substantial reductions. The 
attitude of Senator Beveridge undoubtedly 
is that of other insurgents who have heard 
from their home communities. 


President’s Work Cut Out. 

Consequently, Mr. Taft has his work cut 
out for him. As has been stated, however, 
he does not despair. He proposes to be as 
friendly and conciliatory as he possibly can. 
If this policy should produce the results he 
desires, then he will sign the bill. But if. 
on the other hand, it should appear that he 
is not enjoying the kind of treatment which 
he believes his attitude should produce, then 
unquestionably he will resort to the weapon 
of his predecessor—the Big Stick. 

He would have behind him the support of 
many of the great papers of the country and 
in the final analysis he could exercise the 
power of veto.

TARIFF CONFEREES BUSY. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 

Washington, D. C., July 13.—By passing 
over the cotton and woolen schedules with- 
out taking up any of the amended para- 
graphs, and skipping the disputed points 
connected with the rates on lumber in the 
wood schedule, the tariff conferees were 
able today to dispose of about 400 amend- 
ments. This number, however, includes sub- 
jects that were settled tentatively on Monday 


and Saturday. 

Many important subjects, such as the 
house drawback feature of the alcohol para- 
graph, the rates on oilcloth, and the various 
items under the head of lithographs, were 
submitted to subconferees. 

The treasury experts who helped the sen- 
ate finance committee in its consideration of 
the bill are helping the conferees in gather- 
ing information about these subjects. 

When the night session began the conferees 
had reached sundries, nearly the last of 
the schedule. So many matters had been put 
over for future sessions, however, that it 
is difficult to tell just how much progress 
has beeen made. The conferees are making 
every effort to prevent the advance publica- 
tion of the decisions reached by the con- 
ferees, regardless of how unimportant are 
the questions determined. 


Corridors Are Crowded. 

The corridors about the conference room 
in the senate office building are about as 
thickly peopled with representatives of spe~ 
cial interests, and lobbyists generally, as 
they were when the bill was in house and 
senate committees. 

The moment a member of the conference 
emerged from a session he was surrounded 
and briefs relating to various schedules were 
thrust at hini. Some of the conferees have 
adopted the plan of refusing to accept these 
arguments, basing their declination upon the 
ground that the bill has b@en considered in 
both branches of congress and that it fs now 
the duty of the conference committee to 
harmonize the cifferences without outside 
influence of any kind. 

Few of the conferees predict that a report 
can be made before a week from Saturday, 
and some go so far as to forecast Aug. lor 
later for the adjournment of the extra ses- 
sion. 


W. J. BRYAN APPEALS TO TAFT. 


Nebraskan Asks President to Permit 
Vote on Popular Election of 
Senators. 


Lincoln, Neb., July 183.—William J. Bryan 
today addreseed a jetter to President Taft 
asking him to allow the people to vote on 
popular election of senators. 

Mr. Bryan says: 

‘‘ President Taft—Now that the states are 
going to vote on the ratification of tha 
amendment specifically authorizing an in- 
come tax, why not give them a chance to vote 
on an amendment providing for the elec- 
tion of United States senators by popular 
vote? In your speech of acceptance you said 
that you were personally inclined to favor 
such a change in the constitution. 

“Would this not be an opportune time to 
present the subject to congress? Two con- 
stitutional amendments, one authorizing an 
income tax and the other providing for the 
popular election of senators, would make 
your administration memorable, and I pledge 
you whatever assistance I can render in se- 
curing the ratification of these amendments.

STAND ON TARIFF 


Illinoisan Opposes Proposed 
Reduction in the Tax on 
Corporations. 


HE’D CUT THE SCHEDULES 


Favors Decreases Which Would 
Operate for the Benefit of 
the Consumer. 


Washington, D. C., July 13.—[Special.]— 
Senator Shelby M. Cullom is not enthusiastic 
over the proposal to reduce the size of the 
contemplated corporation tax from 2 per cent 
to 1 per cent. 

The senator reasons that if the country is 
to have a corporation tax at all, it may just 
as well be the amount imposed by the senate. 
The corporations can bear it easily. There 
are, however, certain tariff bill reductions 
which the senator advocates. If the corpora- 
tion tax remains as passed by the senate he 
believes it might be possible to cut down on 
the schedules of the tariff bill proper. 

Senator Cullom has returned from Atlantic 
City and taken up his duties as a member of 
the conference committee, having in hand 
the settlement of the differences between the 
house and senate on the tariff bill. He attend- 
ed all the sessions of the committee today 
and spent many hot and uncomfortable 
hours with the conferees going over various 
items which were capable of easy adjust- 
ment. 


Cullom Gives His Views. 

“I have heard of proposed changes in the 
corporation tax amendment,” said Senator 
Cullom today. “ As far as cutting out the 
provision imposing a.tax on holding com- 
panies is concerned, I think that course is 
proper, for it is unfair and double taxation. 
I am not so certain about reducing the size 
of the tax from 2 per cent tol per cent. If 
we are to have a law taxing the right of cor- 
porations to do business we may as well im- 
pose the entire 2 per cent. 

‘It will not hurt the corporations any to 
pay this much of a tax, and besides, there are 
plenty of other opportunities throughout the 
bill to do some cutting without touching this 
feature. My idea is to leave the corporation 
tax at 2 per cent and attack some schedules 
Which affect the prosperity of the consumer. 

‘If the government is going to obtain more 


revenue than it needs from the bill as already 
devised by the senate let us get to work and 
do some cutting of duties which are imposed 
upon necessities of life.”’ 

It was apparent from Senator Cullom's re- 
marks that the conference committee of 
which he is a’ member is not displaying any 
great amount of zeal as regards the cutting 
business. Beyond a general understanding 
that the corporation tax is to be reduced, 
there is as yet no sign of the paring down 
process which it was hoped the committee 
might undertake. 

Realizes Demand for Tax. 

Senator Cullom may be regarded as one of 
those who would have preferred to put off 
the imposition of the corporation tax until 
time when it could be better conceived, de- 
bated, and digested by congress, but who rea!l- 
ized that it was an administrative demand 
and devised by persons who probably knew 
what they were doing. 

With the adoption of the amendment in- 
evitable, Senator Cullom made up his mind 
that it should be no half way measure. hence 
his reply to the insurance men of Illinois 
that, as far as he was concerned, their com- 
panies ,would have to be included among the 
corporations the measure would affect. 

There is plenty of downward revision senti- 
ment in Serrator Cullom'’s makeup, and he 
may yet exhibit it before the committee. He 
advocated free hides in the senaie and will 
join the houre conferees in endeavoring to 
obtain concessions from the senate in the 
line of a reduced duty, at least, from the 
proposed 15 percent. He is the first senator 
who has advanced the idee of compromising 
the proposed cut of the corporation tax by 
reducing certain of the schedules.

NOMINATION UP TO KAISER. 


Choice of Prince Has Won the Title of 
the Philosopher Statesman.”’ 


: 


BERLIN, July 18.—Dr. von Bethmann- 
Hollweg is practically assured of succeed- 
ing Prince von Buelow as {mperial chan- 
cellor. . 

The prince tomorrow at his audience with 
Emperor William will formally propose that 
he be succeeded by Dr. von Bethmann- 
Hollweg, who is now secretary of the in- 
terlor and vice chancellor, 

There is reason to believe that the kaiser 
will accept this proposal and that the ap- 
pointment will be gazetted at once. 

Prinee von Buelow will thus be permitted 
to name his own successor. Emperor WiIl- 
jam requested him at Kiel to do so. In the 
remote contingency that the kaiser does not 
accept Dr. von Bethmann-Holliweg the prince 
will be permitted another suggestion. 

Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg is a college 
friend of the emperor. They were fraternity 
brothers in the Borussia corps at Bonn and 
during the entire reign of William the doctor 
often has advised the kaiser. He is a man 
of reserved and thoughtful habits and some- 


times has been called the “ philosopher 
statesman.” 


Unaffected in His Manner. 


Even at his own reception the doctor some- 
times wears an air of preoccupation. Heisa 
tall man and wears a dark, pointed beard. 
He is one of the few frequenters of the court 
whose bearing toward the kaiser is natural 
and simple. . 

Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg is of Jewish 
origin. The Bethmann family left Holland 
two centuries ago on account of its religion 
and settled in Frankfort, where the men en- 
tered the banking business. His great grand- 
mother married John James Hollweg, who 
added his wife's nametohisown. His grand- 
father was the first member of the family to 
enter public service. This ancestor received 
a patent of nobility for his learning. 


Promotion Is Rapid. 


The man who is expected to succeed Prince 
von Buelow is now 58 yearsold. In his youth 
he studied law and wae appointed assistant 
judgé. Before he was 30 yeare old he had 
been made district governor of Ober-Barnim, 
and later he became provincial president of 
Potsdam. 

Following his sojourn at Potsdam Dr. von 
Bethmann-Hollweg’s promotion was rapid, 
He became president of the government of 
Bromberg and later president of the province 
of Brandenburg, from which post he took up 
the portfolio of Prussian minister of the in- 
terior. 

As Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg has had no 
experience in foreign affairs it is expected he 


‘will rely on the foreign secretary to a greater 


extent than has Prince von Buelow. 

After the clerk of the reichstag had an- 
nounced today the passage of the bill pro- 
viding increases in the salaries of civil serv- 
ants. Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg rose and 
said that as the representative of Prince von 
Buelow he had a message from the emperor 
to read. His communication was a decree 
closing the present seesion of the house, 
which will not reassemble until next autumn.

Nationalists Capture Teheran 
from Royalists by Clever 
Military Coup. 


SHAH THREATENS SIEGE. 
Revolution Part of Clamor for 


New Constitution; Foreign- 
ers Not‘'in Danger. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 
TEHERAN, Persia, July’ 13.—As a result 
of clever military strategy a force of 3,000 
Nationalists, who are attempting to repeat 
much the same events in Persia that hap- 
pened recently in Turkey, captured this city 
today from the shah’s troops. . 
Leaving a smali force of troops at a point 
where there have been skirmishes for 
three days with the royalist troops, the insur- 
gents under Sipahdar and Sardarassed made 
@ detour from théir position and marched 
on the capital. 
The only real resistance made as at 
the Doulet Abad gate, but after a shott time 


the shah’s troops surrendered with a loss 
of three dead. 


The revolutionists are in possession of the 


greater part of the strategic points of the 


Streets, the only important position which 
they do not hold being the Gun Square Cos- 
sack barracks, which are being defended to- 
— by the Cossacks, who are using artil- 
ery. 

There was considerable cannonading in 
that section tonight, and the result is not 
definitely known. 


Russian Flag in Zone of Firing. 

The Russian flag floats from the residence 
of Gen. Liakhoff, commander of the Cos- 
sacks, which adjoins Gun square and it must 
inevitably come within the gone of firing. 
Mme. Liakoff bravely refuses, however, to 
leave the house as she is determined to re- 
main near her husband 

The shah as yet is apparently at his sum- 
mer palace, Sultanatabad, to which place 
some of his troops are reported’to be march- 
ing along the Kazvin road with gunwané am~ 
munition. 

It was stated during the evening that the 
shah has made threats to besiege the city in 
an attempt to dislodge the Nationalists. In 
this event the Nationalists could not hold out 
long because there are not many provisions 
in the city. 


Leaders Want to Protect Foreigners. 

All the leading Nationalists, and these in- 
clude the best class of citizens, seem to be 
doing their utmost to avoid any interference 
with foreign interests and are seeking to 
avert anything that would justify foreign in- 
tervention. There is considerable anti-Rus- 
sian feeling among the populace, hewever, 
and the leaders will have difficulty in check- 
ing a mob spirit if the people break from 
under thelr restraint. 

Sipahdar, governor of Gilan; is taking the 
foremost part in the direction of affairs 
He summoned the ex-members of the Mejliss 
with a view of reopening parliament. He 
has also sent a note informing the heads of 
the various legations that the city is now in 
the hands of the revolutionists_and that their 
only demand is a real constitution instead 
of a sham one. ‘

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Deportation Officers Fear Des- 
perate Mutiny at Any Time. 


ONE CROWD FIGHTS THEM. 


German Ship Stewards Also Beat Guv- 
ernment Agent. 


New York, July 13.—[{Special.]}—Owing to 
the increasing number of aliens waiting at 
Ellis island to be deported, and the fact that 
many of them are ex-convicts and European 
criminals, the officials on duty there, particu- 
larly at night, are becoming uneasy. They 
point out that they are unarmed, and would 
be unable to cope with a mutiny if one 
started. 

Two incidents have occurred in .ne@ last 
two days which go to show that under the 
leadership of some bad characters the immi- 
grants might cause trouble. 

Monday night ten deportation officers took 
sixty-five excluded aliens to the North Ger- 
man Lloyd liner Kronprinzessin Cecilie, at 
Hoboken. On their arrival at the.pier the 
immigrants refused to go aboard the ship, 
and tried to get away from the officers sent 
to see them off, ' 

The officers and crew of the Cecilie, on their 
part, were none too well pleased at having 
so large a number of immigrants sent back 
by their boat, and the immigration officers 
say no attempt was made to help them to 
handle the immigrants. Nevertheleas, they 
got them on board at last. 


Stewards Mob Officer. 

Gustave Klein of the deportation division 
went on board the ship to call the roster and 
see if the immigrants were all there. He 
_ says six stewards of the Cecilia knocked him 
down and kicked him. An immigration in- 
spector saw him bleeding from cuts on his 
face and asked what the trouble was, Klein 
told him and the inspector sent for the Hobo- 
ken police. 

After Detective Sergeants Carrick and 
Weinthal arrived the Cecilla’s stewards lined 
up for Klein, who picked Rudolph Millar, a 
deck steward, as one of the men who had 
attacked him. Millar denied he had had any 
part in the attack, but as he was being taken 
away to be locked up he remarked he would 
**have hie whack.’"’ He rushed at Klein, 
giving him a heavy blow on the head, which 
knocked the immigration officer senseless on 
deck. 5 

Millar was taken before Recorder Mc- 
Govern, who remanded the prisoner until 
hé can determine thé power of his court to 


Commissioner Williams intends to press the 
charges against Millar. 


Jew Incites Aliens to Revolt. 

The second incidemt occurred at Ellis island 
thie morning, when a Russian Jew, who says 
he is Dr. Alexander Reidnew, a graduate of 
St. Petersburg and Vienna universities, and 
who is awaiting deportation because he has 
no money and has been excluded as being 
likely to. become a public charge, began to 
incite the aliens to revolt. 

He harangued them in Yiddish and worked 
the men into such a state it looked as if the 
immigrants would take charge of the station. 
One of the night watchmen went into the 
large hall with a revolver he had borrowed 
and shouted: “ Be quiet!” 

He did not point the reyolver at the Rue- 
sian, 
direction. 


SCION OF ROTHSCHILDS DEAD. 


Reported to Have Killed Himself Be- 
cause of Love Affair, but ’

VIENNA, July 13.—Baron Oskar Roths- 
chitk ‘the, youngest son of Albert Roths- 
child, head of the Austrian branch of the 
Rothschild house, died suddenly in this city 
last night. 

It was reported today that he commi!*ted 
suicide because of an unfortunate love af- 
fair. ‘Baron Oskar was 21 years old. He re- 
turned to Vienna two days ago after eight 
months spent in travel, during which he vis- 
ited the United States. ‘ 

The Rothschild family deny that the baron 
committed suicide. They say his death was 
caused by apoplexy.

Thorough investigation by 
gii hands has settled it definitely that the 
gtories of friction and alarm over the coming 
of the troops to Elgin were founded on bunk. 
The result was shown at the parade of the 
Seventh infantry at sundown, at which at 
jeast 5,000 Elginites wildly cheered a fauwilt- 
jess ceremony by Col. Moriarity’s Irish lads. 

State Representative Shepherd, members 
of the city council, officials of the city com- 
mercial organizations, and prominent citi- 
gens Visited the headquarters of Gen. Foster 
and of the regimental commanders, and ab- 
solute good feeling was restored as a con- 
pgequence. 


Praise the Soldiers. 


Elgin newspapers which had been largely 
gesponsibie for the origin of the wild tales 
of trouble reached the point where they said 
jn their evening editions that the conduct of 
the troops while in Elgin has been above 
criticism. 

It isnow believed that the throng of visitors 
today and tomorrow will exceed all previous 
calculations. So eager has Elgin become 
over Camp Deneen that the stores will close

- START NEW HOME 
FOR RAILWAY MEN 


Ground. Broken for $80,000 
Building; Will Be Support- 
ed by Four Brotherhoods. 


POLK STREET STATION. 


Directors Consider New Plan for 
Replacing Old Depot, but 
Postpone Decision. 


A fund of $80,000 is being raised for the 
erection of a new building for the Home for 
Aged and Disabled Railway Employés of 
America on the site north of Highland Park, 
Ill. A large portion of the fund ie now in 
hand and ground has already been broken 
for the new structure, which Is expected to 
be completed by Nov. 1. 

The structure will replace the old home 
-. which has occupied the property for several 
years. The object is to provide a home for 
worthy indigent railway men who are mem- 
bers of the four great railway brotherhoods, 
the Order of Railway Conductors, the Broth- 
erhood of Railway Trainmen, the Brother- 
haod of Locomotive Engineers, and the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers and 
Firemen. 

‘There are now thirty-two inmates of the 
home, but the growing number of disabled 
railway men necessitates an increase in the 
facilities for caring for them, and the new 
building will provide accommodations for 
eighty-six men in addition to the attendants 
and superintendent's employés. 


Trainmen Give $15,000. 

A fund of $15,000 to be used for the erec- 
tion of the new home was donated at the an- 
nual convention of the Brotherhood of Rail- 
way Trainmen at Columbus in May, when the 
movement was inaugurated. All lodges of 
the four brotherhoods together with their 
ladies’ auxiliaries have been asked to con- 
tribute to the fund and it is expected that 
the entire amount will be subscribed withvuut 
difficulty. 

In addition to the main building a new 
power plant and laundry is to be erected. 
The main structure will contain the admin- 
istrative offices and the various rooms for 
the use of the men. It will be three stories 
high, with a frontage of 150 feet. The plans 
also include a hospital room, capable of 
caring for twelve men, recreation and read- 
ing rooms, dining room, and kitchen. 

The home is maintained by a society organ- 
ized in 1890 and is supported by money con- 
tributed from the divisions and lodges of the 
brotherhoods. The management and control 
is vested in a board of trustees in which each 
of the four organization is represented. The 
home has heretofore been conducted in a 
modest way. 

The number of railroad employés has in- 
creased of late years with consequent in- 
crease in the number which might properly 
be cared for in such a home. 


New Station Plans. 


Consideration of various plans for the pro- 
posed new passenger station of the Chicago 
and Western Indiana railway to replace the 
old Polk street depot has been postponed by 


. the directors until after Sept. 1. No decision 


as to whether the structure will be erected 
on the present Polk street site or as far south 
as Twelfth street may be expected this sum- 
mer. 

The directors have fust received the latest 
report from the New York engineering firm, 
Westinghouse, Church, Kerr & Co., which in- 
cludes a ground plan and track layout fora 
station on Polk street. This is the sixth re- 
port which has been received. It was in- 
__tended to hold a meeting of the directors to 
' gor.sider the report some time this week, but 
no meeting was called on account of the ab- 
sence of several] members of the board. 

President W. J. Henley has gone on a fish- 
ing trip, one of the directors has gone to 
Europe and another is planning to do so. 

Five of the plans which have been received 
are for the Polk street site and one !s fora 
passenger station at Twelfth street with the 
freight houses at Polk. The original plan 
was to build at Polk, but a strong movement 
is on foot to bulld a station more in accord- 
ance with the Commercial club plan for the 
improvement of the city, and the matter is 
etill undecided. 


Canadian Crop Prospects. 

Donald D. Mann. vice president of the Can- 
adian Northern railway, which is building a 
new transcontinental line across Canada, 
was in the city yesterday and gave out an 
optimistic interview concerning crop pros- 
pects in western Canada. 

“From present indications the 1909 wheat 
crop in Canada will exceed 140,000,000 
bushels,”’ he said, ‘‘ The acreage under crop 
has increased about 20 per cent and it looks 
now as if we might expect a 100 per cent 
yield.”’ 

The Great Northern railway has estab- 
lished a news bulletin service on its Oriental 
limited trains running through from Chi- 
cago to Tacoma and Seattle. Three bulle- 
tins a day are sent out, at 8 a. m., noon, and

Roads to Carry Trunks Free. 
Washington, D. C., July 13.—All discrim- 
imation is not forbidden by the act to regulate 
commerce, but only such discrimination as 
is undue. This, in effect, was a decision of 


= the interstate commerce commission an- 


mounced today, in the case of the Herbeck- 
‘Demer company against the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad and the Pennsylvania railroad. 

The complaint insisted that it was illegal 
for the defendant carriers to accord free 
transportation to any amount of baggage 
accompanying @ passenger. The defendants, 
in common with other railroads, transport 
150 pounds of baggage on every passenger 
ticket, making an excess charge for carrying 
all baggage over 150 poundsin weight. The 
complainant has traveling salesmen who 
carry about 1,250 pounds of baggage, on all 
over 150 pounds of which they have to pay 
excess fare. 

The claim was mede that if the railways 
charged for all baggage they might well 
reduce the charge now made for the transpor- 
tation of excess baggage, thereby benefiting 
' the complainant. 

The commission ‘held that the discrimina- 
tion cited was not unlawful and that the 
railroads had a right to stipulate the amount 
of baggage to be carried by a passengor cn 
his ticket as personal property.

Judge Mack Rules That Decree 
Was Fraudulently Obtained. 


MRS. M’DONALD OBJECTED. 


Her Attorney Says Latest Court Action 
Gives Her Vindication. 


The divorce granted Mrs. Myrtle E. Good- 
rich was set aside as having been fraudu- 
lently obtained by Judge Julius Mack yes- 
terday. The judge decided that Mrs. Good- 
rich had not proved to the satisfaction of 
the court that Dora McDonald, widow of 
the late Michael C. McDonald, had been 
guilty of indiscretions with Benjamin B. 
Goodrich. 

In her bill for divorce Mrs. Goodrich 
named Dora Barkley ascorespondent. Bark- 
ley was Mrs. McDonald's name before she 
married McDonald. 


Goodrich Was Convicted. 


Goodrich some time ago was convicted in 
the Criminal court on charges of misappro- 
priating $5,000 of Mrs. McDonald’s money. 

After Mrs. Goodrich obtained a divorce 
Mrs. McDonald filed her bill to have the de- 
cree set aside, and branded the allegations 
made against her and admitted by Good- 
rich as ‘‘ nothing but lIifes.’’ 

‘ The defendants have not proved by a pre- 
ponderance of the evidence that Mrs. Mc- 
Donald was guilty of indiscretions with 
Goodrich,’ said Judge Mack, ‘‘ and for that 
reason the decree will be set aside and the 
bill dismissed for want of equity.” 

“It is a complete vindication, and it is 
nothing more than we expected,’’ said Attor- 
ney E. G. Purkheiser, representing Mrs. Mc- 
Donald. 


Gets Dower Interest. | 

Judge Walker, in the Circuit court, ap- 
pointed William B. Frankenstein, J. Robson 
Weddell, and William B. McClure commis- 
sioners to allot and set asice the dower inter- 
est of Mrs. Dora McDonald in the estate of 
her husband, the late Michael C. McDonald.

The decree shows that Mrs. McDonald has 
received $5.000 in lieu of her dower rights 
in property at 4501 Drexel boulevard and has 
accepted $52,068 91 for her interest in certain 
property acquired by the drainage board 
through condemnation proceedings. 


LEGISLATORS FROM NEW YORK 
TOLD OF BAY STATE ELECTIONS 


Exponents and Opponents of Direct 
Nomination and Joint Caucus System 
Show Good Points and Defects. 


Boston, Mass., July 13.—The committee of 
the New York legislature which ig tnvesti- 
gating the direct nomination and joint cau- 
cells system in Massachusetts today heard 
views both in favor and in opposition to the 
plan adopted in Massachusetts. Former 
Representative Robert Luce of Somerville, 
the sponeor of the Maesachueette syetem, 
wrote as follows to the committee: 

** We now nominate by direct vote thirteen 
out of forty state senators, about half of 
the 240 representatives, one of the eight 
members of the governor's council (Boston), 
three congressmen out of fourteen (Boston 
districts), all municipal officials (eave only 
school committeemen in Boston, excepted 
for local reasons) in thirty-three cities.’’ 

Mr. Luce said the system unquestionably 
had increased participation in caucuses, 
while its greatest benefit, in his view, was

LAKE SHORE DETECTIVE SLAIN? 
EFFORT TO SOLVE MYSTERY. 


Police Expected to Arrest Suspicious 
Characters in Attempt to Clear Up 
Death Near Laporte. 


Laporte, Ind, July 18.—[{Special ])—The 
police of the Lake Shore road and nearby 
cities have been ordered to arrest al! suspic- 
ious characters and hold them until full in- 
vestigation is had of the mysterious death of 
Charles F. Silversides, a Lake Shore detec- 
tive,| whose body was found east of Otis. at 
3 o'clock this morning. It is the opinion of 
Coroner Osborn that Silversides was mur- 
dered. 

The fact that there are wounds on the dée- 
tective’s head which might have been in- 
flicted with blunt instruments is the strong- 
est evidence of foul play. Silversides was a 
single man, his mother living in Toronto. 

The inquest will be held tomorrow, when 
some light may be thrown on the tragedy. 


AIDS OUTDOOR IMPROVEMENTS. 


New Association Formed to Assist in 
the Artistic Development of 
Properties. 


Announcement is made of the formation of 
the Illinois Outdoor Improvement associa- 
tion at Urbana at the suggestion of Presi- 
dent Edmund J. James of the University of 
Illinois. This association is now in temporary 
form. A committee upon organization has 
been named with President James as chair- 
man, that will submit toa general state meet- 
ing in the fall a plan for work. The purpose 
of .this association is primarily to gather 
and distribute facts which will help owners 
and municipalities in a more artistic improve- 
ment of their properties, this distribution to 
be accomplished by literature and lectures. 
Incidentally the officers of the association 
would like to be of personal use to local im- 
provement organizations. The association 
will also take a lively interest in the preserva- 
tion and development ofany beautiful or his- 
torical landscape. 


EX-LEGISLATOR DENIES THEFT. 


Thomas Deady Accused of Stealing $40 
and Nine Boxes of Cigars from 
Woman’s Store. 


Thomas Deady, a former member of the 
state legislature, was arraigned before Judge 
Beitler in the Maxwell street court yester- 
day charged with stealing $40 and nine boxes 
of cigars from Mrs. Mary Kleca, 1201 Blue 
Island avenue. 

The case was continued until July 21. 
Deady denied the charge. 

Mrs. Kleca said she saw Deady, who lives 
in a flat above, looking in the window of 
her store on Saturday afternoon. After be- 
ing out of the store a short time ehe re- 
turned and found that the cash register had 
been robbed and several boxes of cigars 
had been taken. 


DISCRIMINATION ACT VALID. 


Illinois Circuit Judge Upholds Law and 
Decides Against Baltimore and 
Ohio Demurrer. 


Springfield. Il.. July 13.—[Epecial.]—Judge 
Creighton upheld the constitutionality -of 
the railroad discrimination act in the Circuit 
court today, when he overruled the demurrer 
of the Baltimore and Ohio Southwestern ra{fl- 
way in an action filed by Attorney General 
Stead.

Advised That the Right 
Rests with Them. 


ASSESSMENTS TO GO UP. 


Many Concerns Asking for a De- 
crease by Reviewers Confront 
an Increase Instead. 


Notwithstanding the fact that Attorney 
General Stead has given an opinion to the 
effect that it is for the state board of equali- 
zation, and not for the local board of asses- 
sors to levy the tax on the capital stock 
of mercantile and manufacturing corpora- 
tions, the local assessors are sending out. 
notices to corporations of that class in Cook 
county to file their capital stock schedules 
with them for the purposes of taxation. They 
have taken this action in accordance with 
an opinion given by their attorney, John C. 
Richberg. 

The 19065 amendment to the tax law speci- 
fied that the capital stock tax on mercantile 
and manufacturing corporations should be 
levied by the board of equalization, just the 
same as the tax on the capital stock of coal 
companies. But the Supreme court having 
decided that the tax on coal. companies 
should be levied by the local assessors, At- 
torney Richberg holds that the manufactur- 
ing and mercantile corporations should be 
levied in the same manner. 

It is understood., however, that the state 
board of equalization will also attempt ta 
levy the tax on the stock of these corpora- 
tions, relying upon the opinion of the aitor- 
ney general. 


Board of Review Work. 


The board of review listened to a large 
number of complaints from the representa- 
tives of fifteen different lines of trade yester- 
day, rélative to the assessments that had 
been levied against their personal property. 
Among them was the Union Special Sewing 
Machine company. 75 East Kinzie street, as- 
sessed by the board of assessors at $20,000, as 
against the assessment last year of $135,000. 
After their representative got through talk- 
ing to Reviewer Roy O. West, the assess- 
ment was raised to $175,000, or almost nine 
times the valuation given them by the board 
of assessors. 

W. F. McLaughlin & Co. are scheduled to 
be heard in a day or two, and are represented 
in their tax matters by Attorney Richberg, 
who is also attorney for the taxing body. 
The board of assessors has assessed them for 
$15,000 this year, against the figure of $116.- 
OOO last year, 

Mr. Richberg explained yesterday that this 
assessment will probably be raised, inas- 
much as the company has scheduled more 
than $100,000 of persona! property this year.

As a reward for being honest and applying 
for a raise in the assesement, William Skin- 
ner of the William Skinner Manufacturing 
company received a presént from the board 
of review in the shape of an assessment 
$50,000 larger than he wanted. 


Asked for Increase. 

Mr. Skinner had complained against being 
assessed at only $2,600, saying that the per- 
sonal property of the company amounted to 
about $25,000 and wanted the board of review 
to raise them to that amount. After a talk 
with Mr. Skinner Reviewer F. D. Meacham 
decided that $75,000 would come much nearer 
covering the personal. property value, and 
with the concurrence of the other members 
of the board placed that amount upon the 
tax list.

Fort Scott, Kas., Aldermen Refuse to 
Attend Meetings Because Angry 
at the Mayor.

Fort Scott. Kas., July 18.—[Special.]—The 
city council here is om strike, affording prob- 
ably the most unique spectacle in municipal 
politics in Kansas. 

Four members refuge to attend the coun- 
cil meetings, which prevents Mayor Brooks 
from having a quorum. The trouble came 
about when the mayor relieved City Engineer 
Strode from office and appoint6&i Will Mc- 
Elroy in his place. 

The council demanded that an explanation 
be given for the removal of Strode. and 
Strode told the members the mayor had re- 
quested his resignation. 

The council at once voted down a motion 
to receive the resignation, and when the 
mayor presented the name of McElroy for 


‘engineer this was not acted upon, and some 


heated remarks were leveled at the mavor. 

Twice since efforts to hold a council meet- 
ing have failed. “Mayor Brooks has called a 
meeting for tomorrow night. and if there 
is not a quorum mandamus proceedings may 
be instituted to compel the warlike alder- 
men to come to meeting.

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Policemen Notified to Enforce 
Forestry Law; Aldermen

Plans for considering the policy whether it 
shall be private or municipal ownership—to 
be followed in harbor development, will be 
laid at a meeting of the council committee 
on harbors, wharves, and bridges tomorrow 
afternoon. 

This committee is hoping to take up all 
phases of the harbor problem so that it will 
be able to make definite recommendations at 
one of the early fall meetings. No real prop- 
osition will be raised that soon, but it is be- 
lieved that the municipal ownership subject 
will be thrashed out by that time. 

Until this question is settled to the satisfac- 
tion of the administration and the council 
the ordinance of the Pugh Terminal com- 
pany or any other advances that may be 
mnade by private capital will have to walt. 


Considers Pugh Ordinance. 

‘‘The Pugh ordinance as it Was sent to 
the last council meeting is before the com- 
mittee,’’ said Ald. Charles M. Foell, chairman 
of the committee, ‘‘ but, while it may be 
read and copies of it may be given to the 
members of the committee for study, we 
shall not attempt to consider its merits until 
the question of the policy possible and ad- 
visable for the city to pursue is fixed. 

‘The Thursday meeting probably will do 
no more than outline the plans to be followed 
during the summer—the number of meetings 
to be held, the necessity of public hearings, 
and the amount of work to be attempted be- 
fore council reconvenes.”’ 

It is probable that the committee will vote 
to visit the site of the proposed Pugh pliers, 
at the foot of Indiana street, as several of 
its members have had no more than casual 
glimpses of the ground claimed by the cor- 
poration, and none of them has more than 
a vague idea of the outlines of the project. 


Enforcing Forestry Laws. 

Every policeman in the city was notified 
through the department's daily bulletin that 
it is as much a part of his duty to enforce 
the provisions of the city forester ordinance 
as it is to catch burglars. Ald. Albert W. 
Beilfuss, chairman of the special parks com- 
mission enlisted the active aid of Acting 
Chief Schuettler, and obtained permission to 
publish in the bulletin a letter on the sub- 
ject. 

The text in part follows: 

‘The special park commission desires to 
call the attention of the police department to 
the fact that it isin violation of the ordinance 
for any person to trim, plant, remove, or do 
anything in respect to any trees or shrubbery 
in the parkways without first obtaining a 
permit from the city forester or special park 
commission’’ 


Telephone Bills Increase. 

Ald. W. J. Pringle’s study of the increased 
bills of the Chicago Telephone company to 
the city for June and July revealed that the 
charges against the municipality have in- 
creased during the last fourteen months from 
$1,792 to $2,614. The bill of the public works 
department for July was $1,348. The alder- 
man announced his intention of taking up the 
situation with the municipal finance com- 
mission provided for by the Merriam resolu- 
tions a@ soon as the members are named by 
the mayor. 

The first of the three trips of inspection 
through industrial centers of the city which 
the committee on local industries was in- 
vited to make as the guests of the Associa- 
tion of Commerce was taken during the 
morning. Switch tracks, warehouses, and 
factories as far out as Harvey, Stickney, and 
Clearing were looked Over from a special 
observation locomotive on the first run, and 
the return was made by way of Altenheim, 
Franklin Park, and the far north side. 


City Hall Notes. 

A boom for Albert F. Keeney for president 
of the board of local improvements, left va- 
cant by the death of Col. H. 8S. Dietrich, has 
been started by his associates on the board, 
and the chances of his appointment by Mayor 
Busse are said to be good. 

A demand for an eight hour day, an iIn- 
crease in wages, and one day off during the 
week is being made by policemen employed 
by the west parks. Their demands were 
made known in the afternoon when they pre- 
sented a petition to the west park board 
commissioners signed by a majority of the 
policemen.

Chicago Clearing House Adopts 
Protest to Congress. 


BOARDS APPROVE MERGER. 


Commercial and Bankers Stockholders 


Will Meet August 20. 
/

Members of the Chicago Clearing House 
association met yesterday and adopted, 
unanimously, a protest against the inclusion 
of banks in the pending corporation tax bill. 
It was declare@ that banks already were 
fully taxed and that they made complete re- 
ports of their condition at stated intervals. 
The fact was noted that originally banks and 
building and loan assoctations were not in- 
cluded in the provisions of the bill. Follow- 
ing is the text of the resolution adopted: 

* Whereas, There has passed the senate of 
the United States an amendment to the 
bill known at ‘H. R. 1,438’ providing for 
a tax on the net income of banking and other 
corporations, and, 

** Whereas, The avowed purpose of enact- 
ing this law was to enable the government 
to secure more complete supervision over the 
affairs of such corporations, to prevent the 
evasion of law and also to compel corpora- 
tions to pay a more equitable proportion of 
taxes thar they now do, by reason of many 
of them evading their obligations in this re- 
gard on account of lack of proper govern- 
mental inspection and supervision, and, 

‘* Whereas, The reasons for the passage 
of this bill do not require its extension to 
include incorporated banks, whether existing 
under the national laws or the laws of the 
several states, inasmuch as the governments, 
state and federal, haye now full and complete 
supervision of all banks through their special 
officers appointed for the sole purpose of 
examining and reporting on the condition and 
business of banks, both for the government's 
and the public's use and protection, the banks 
publishing four or five times yearly sworn 
statements of their condition, and the na- 
tional and state banks are now more highly 
taxed than other businesses with like assets 
and the imposition of an additional burden on 
them would be unjust; therefore be it 

** Resolved, That our representatives both 
in the senate and the house of representatives 
be urgently requested to procure an amend- 
ment to said bill specifically exempting in- 
corporated banks organized under any na- 
tional or state law, and, be it further 

** Resolved, That a copy of this resolution 
in full be sent to the senators and members 
of the house of representatives representing 
this district.’’
